PIRACY AT A DISCOUNT. 


THE two decisions in restraint of the 
“Americanized” edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica score another victory for copyright. 
But with the possible exception of one point 
they contribute nothing new to copyright laws, 
and they do not bear upon international copy- 
right at all, since they are based upon the 
copyright of articles written in America by 
American writers, and specifically copyrighted 
under domestic copyright law before the “in- 
ternational copyright” clause was adopted in 
181. The one point in which copyright law 
is perhaps strengthened is in the emphasis laid 
in the case on the principle that the paraphrase 
of copyright material is as contrary to the law 
as the direct quotation of such material. In 
ether words, it tends to protect an author’s 
work as well as his words, where there is an 
evident intention of pilfering his material by 
substituting a set of similar words for the 
words used by the original writer. 

Yet these cases should have useful indirect 


effect in disgusting the public with “cribbed”. 


works of reference, “Americanized” or oth- 
erwise, and discouraging publishers from un- 
dertaking such second-hand enterprises. The 
work done in producing the Encyclopedia 
Britannica or any cyclopedia involving orig- 
inal work, for which publishers must pay 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, or in pro- 
ducing and keeping up to date a great dic- 
Uonary, which is only less costly, should be 


recognized alike by other publishers and by 
the public. It is rather astonishing that the 
Tribune, whose responsible editor is one of 
the contributors to the Britannica who suf- 
fered especially in the “Americanizing” pro- 
cess, and other respectable journals, should 
lend themselves to co-operation in enterprises 
of this character and present to their readers 
demoralizing works of mis-information. The 
“Tribune Almanac” has long been one of the 
best four statistical annuals, and ’tis the more 
a pity that this great journal should not have 
responded to the claim of honesty before it 
was enforced upon it by a judicial tribunal. 

It is often theoretically difficult to draw the 
line between “fair and reasonable quotation” 
and illegal or immoral plagiarism, but practi- 
cally, after all, honesty is not so difficult a 
matter. What another man has been paid for, 
whether it be work or goods, it is not fair 
to take without payment. The whole of trade 
morals is not contained in the copyright law. 
Investments by publishers, in property cre- 
ated by writers, should be recognized and re- 
spected even without the fences and penal- 
ties specifically provided by the law. 

The courts have in fact themselves empha- 
sized this view in the application of the doc- 
trines of trade-marks and of natural rights in 
a “good-will” associated with a» given name. 
When both a well-known name and the ma- 
terial which makes up the work or literature 
under this name are involved, the courts are 
likely to take advantage of every opportunity 
offered in equity or in law to protect the 
property of the owner of a literary enterprise. 
Certainly the trade should co-operate with the 
courts in this simple question of morals, and 
should as far as possible help to protect the 
public by a perfectly candid statement of the 
relations of’such enterprises to the original 
works. The case of the Americanized Ency- 
clopedia Britannica seems to be shown, by 
the evidence submitted to the courts, to be 
unustially flagrant, as for instance when posi- 
tive mis-statements were made as the indirect 
result of altering phraseology or omitting sen- 


_tences in the process of condensation, or as 


when a statistical table of 1879 is “brought 
up te date” by labelling it 1890. Re-editing 
is not always so carelessly done—but the prin- 
ciple is the same, that a great work involving 
enormous and oftentimes persistent outlay 
should be protected by the courts and trade 
alike in reaping for its enterprising origina- 
tors o1 owners the fair fruits of their invest- 
ment snd enterprise. 
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THE CAREER OF NEW YORK’S SEC- 
OND PRINTER—ZENGER.* 


In 1734 the city of New York contained 
about 10,000 inhabitants, of whom fully 1700 
were negro slaves. 
island, above what is now Cortlandt Street, 
there was only an occasional house to be met 
with, and the same was true of the east side 
above Frankfort Street. South of this, how- 
ever, the town was also far from being solid- 
ly built up, there being only 1500 houses in 
the city. 

There was but little business carried on, 
and it was principally in the direction of im- 
porting from abroad the supplies necessary 
for the Colony. The Fort, the Governor's 
House, the City Hall, and the churches were 
the principal buildings. Little attention was 
paid to the arts and sciences, and there were 
no indications of the controlling power which 
the city was destined to exert. There was 
but one newspaper, The New York Weekly 
Gazette, the first paper published in the Col- 
ony, founded by that “sly old fox,” William 
Bradford, in October, 1725. This was printed 
in a crude and rough fashion, generally on a 
half sheet of foolscap, though occasionally it 
was issued with four pages. Its columns 
were filled principally with foreign news and 
with advertisements; yet, small and poor as 
it was, it was amply sufficient for the needs 
of the public, 

William Cosby, who in 1732 became Gov- 
ernor of the Colony, (succeeding Governor 
John Montgomerie, who died the year be- 
fore,) showed what manner of man he was 
in his contest. with Rip Van Dam—low, ignor- 
ant, avaricious and dishonest—and became 
day by day more unpopular and detested. In- 
tercommunication was restricted to the Black 
Horse Tavern and the market place, these 
being the only public rendezvous at which 
the citizens might discuss the latest action of 
their Governor and find out what was going 
on. The press being subsidized by the gov- 
ernment, and Bradford ever having his eye 
on the “main chance,” naturally gave no com- 
fort to the governor’s enemies and upheld 
Cosby’s position. 

There was, however, in New York at that 
time, beside Bradford, a poor German printer 
—John Peter Zenger—who was carrying on 
a struggling little business. Of Zenger little 
is known. He was born in 1697, and came to 
America with a company of Palatines in 1710. 
With him came his mother and a brother and 
sister, his father having died on shipboard. 
After their arrival in New York, John was 
apprenticed to William Bradford in 1711, for 
a term of eight years. His apprenticeship 
over, Zenger was encouraged by Bradford, 
who no doubt scented a rival in his appren- 
tice, to settle in Chestertown, Kent County, 
Maryland. 

After a three years’ stay in Maryland Zen- 
ger returned to New York where, on Sep- 
tember 11, 1722, he married Anna Catherine 
Maul, who is said to have been one of the

first persons interested in Sunday-school work 
in New York City. In 1725 Zenger formed a 
partnership with Bradford, but it was of 
short duration, only one book being known 
bearing the imprint of their joint names. 

In 1726 Zenger started in business for him- 
self, in a shop on Smith Street, which was 
that portion of the present William Street ly- 
ing between Maiden Lane and Pear] Street. 
Here, ‘in 1730, he brought out “Vanema’s 
Arithmetica,” which was the first arithmetic 
printed in the Colony. In May, 1734, he re- 
moved to Broad Street, near the Long 
Bridge, where he printed a few political 
tracts and a number of unimportant books, 
principally theological in character, and writ- 
ten in Dutch. 

After Cosby’s erection of the Court of Ex- 
chequer and his removal of Chief Justice 
Lewis Morris, of the Supreme Court, the pop- 
ular party determined that the people of the 
Colony should see their governor in his true 
character. For this purpose it was necessary 
that they should have a newspaper. Brad- 
ford’s Gazette being unavailable, for the rea- 
sons already pointed out, they selected Zenger 
as their printer, and probably aided him pe- 
cuniarily in starting the New York Weekly 
Journal, the first number of which appeared 
November 5, 1733. The Morrises, father and 
son, James Alexander, William Smith and 
Cadwallader Colden were the principal con- 
tributors to the columns of the new paper. 
Alexander seems to have been the editor-in- 
chief, and to have passed on most of the con- 
tributions prior to their publications. Zenger 
was poorly educated and possessed but little 
experience or skill in his trade, and it seems 
certain that he went into the newspaper 
scheme because he hoped to recoup his losses 
in other directions rather than because he had 
any adequate idea of the results his backers 
hoped to accomplish by its publication. 

The Journal was a folio of four pages, and 
was printed in better style than its rival, 
though it was disfigured with numerous gram- 
matical errors. It was successful from the 
start, some of the earlier numbers requiring 
as many as three reissues. 

In the second number there appeared an ar- 
ticle on the liberty of the press, which was 
used as the text of many others. The ar- 
ticles were filled with direct allusions to 
Cosby and his conduct. In addition to the 
articles in Zenger’s Journal, there were cir- 
culated pamphlets, songs, etc., all directed 
against Cosby and his supporters. Matters 
became acute in October, 1734, when a motion 
was made through the Grand Jury to burn 


-by the hands of the common hangman certain 


numbers of the Journal. On November 17 of 
the same year Zenger was arrested on the 
charge of printing and publishing seditious 
libels through his Journal. The arrest aroused 
general indignation. Though a habeas corpus 
was procured, Zenger could not be released 
because Chief Justice De Lancey, a partisan ©! 
Governor Cosby, insisted upon fixing bail al 
£400, notwithstanding Zenger’s protest that he 
was not worth forty pounds over and above 
his debts, wearing apparel and the tools of !'s 
trade. Furthermore, his counsellors, William 
Smith and James Alexander, through the 
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machinations of the Governor’s creatures, 
were disbarred. No competent defender in 
New York being willing to act in behalf of 
Zenger, his backers induced Andrew Hamil- 
ton, an octogenarian, who had long been 
prominent in ennsylvania affairs, to come to 
New York and try the case. The trial and 
Zenger’s vindication are historical, though 
the details are not generally known. The sec- 
tion of Mr. Rutherfurd’s book containing a full 
report of the court proceedings will, there- 
fore, be specially welcome to the reader inter- 
ested in the early history of journalism in 
this country. Hamilton, at the conclusion of 
the trial was féted and presented with the 
freedom of the corporation. The trial at- 
tracted attention throughout the country, and 
four editions of the proceedings were pub- 
lished in London. Nineteen editions of the 
trial are recorded by Mr. Rutherfurd. 

Zenger was made public printer in 1737, as 
a reward for his troubles, and in 1738 he was 
appointed to the same office in New Jersey. 
On July 28, 1746, he died, leaving a wife and 
six children. 

His wife continued to print the Journal 
until 1748, when it was taken over by John 
Zenger, the son of Zenger’s first marriage, 
presumably in Maryland. He continued it 
until 1751, when its publication was discon- 
tinued, 

The trial of Zenger first established in 
North America the principle that in prosecu- 
tion for libel the jury were the judges of both 
the law and the facts. The liberty of the 
press was secure from assault and the people 
became equipped with the most powerful 
weapon for successfully combatting arbitrary 
power, the right of freely criticising the con- 
duct of public men, more than fifty years be- 
fore the celebrated trial of “Junius” gave the 
same privilege to the people of England. 

Zenger’s press, from 1725 to I751, pro- 
duced, according to Mr. Rutherfurd’s bib- 
liography, upwards of seventy books, pam- 
phlets, etc. Catherine and John Zenger, Jr., 
printed thirteen books and papers from 1746 
to 1751, including the Journal, of which 1017 
numbers were published altogether. 

Mr. Rutherfurd’s volume is illustrated with 
four portraits and thirteen facsimiles, and 
forms a dignified as well as most interesting 
contribution to the history of early printing 
in the Colonies.

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POSTAL MATTERS. 


THE POSTAL PROGRESS LEAGUE DIS- 
CUSSES PARCELS POSTS, ETC. 


THE PostaL Procress LEAGUE held a meet- 
ing at the rooms of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation, at 203 Broadway, 
New York, on the morning of June 16. About 
twenty-five persons were present, Mr. Cowles, 
the secretary of the League, presiding. 
Charles Sprague Smith, the first speaker, dis- 
cussed the effects of the parcels post, which 
he was confident would tend to concentrate 
trade in the large commercial centres by 
bringing the consumer into direct contact with 
the manufacturer. 

Mr. Cowles, who emphasized Mr. Smith’s 
contention that America was far behind other 
countries in postal facilities and rates, by cit- 
ing statistics recently collected, presented sev- 
eral resolutions which he desired to bring to 
the attention of President Roosevelt in time 
to have them incorporated in a proclamation 
to be promulgated on July 4. Of these the 
following was adopted: 

Resolved, That the President and the Postmaster- 
General are hereby respectfully requested to cele- 
brate the coming Fourth of July, the anniversary of 
American Independence, as New Zealand celebrated 
the opening of the Twentieth Century, by the procla- 
mation of a 2c. half ounce letter rate to all the 
world, 

The remaining resolutions were referred to 
a committee for consideration. 

Mr. Collingwood, of the Rural New Yorker, 
spoke on the effect of the parcels post and 
fractional currency from the standpoint of the 
farmer. He said that if the farmers could be 
induced to see the benefits derived from these 
systems, they would be of inestimable worth 
in forcing legislation in favor of postal pro- 

ress. He stated how hard it was for a 

rmer to rely on a little country store for the 
necessities of life, while by means of a par- 
cels post he could receive better goods at a 
cheaper rate direct from the manufacturer. 
Under present conditions dwellers in rural 
sections were often obliged to lose half a day 
to travel to a post-office in order to remit by 
a money order. 

Among others who spoke were Mr. King, 
of the Business Men’s Society of Bridge- 
port, Mr. Wiltshire and Mr. Alexander, who 
presented suggestions for simplifying remit- 
tances of money by mail. 

It was voted to hold meetings oftener in 
order to keep the interest of the members at 
the highest pitch. Hereafter meetings will be 
held monthly as far as practicable. The next 
meeting will be held about July 16, in the 
evening, at the Hotel Bartholdi, members of

OBITUARY NOTES. 


LaurENcE Hutton, author, journalist and 
lecturer, died suddenly at his Princeton (N. 
J.) home, on June 10. Mr. Hutton was born 
in New York City, August 8, 1843. His 
father was a direct descendant of Robert 
Patterson, Walter Scott’s “Old Mortality.” 
He was educated in a private school and re- 
ceived his A.M. degree from Yale in 1892 and 
from Princeton in 1897. After leaving school 
he entered the employ of a produce commis-

sion house, but devoted his spare time to 
journalism. From 1872 to 1874 he was dra- 
matic critic of the New York Evening Mail, 
and from 1886 until 1898 he was literary 
editor of Harper’s Magazine. After that he 
made Princeton his home, and became lec- 
turer on English literature at the university. 
Mr. Hutton was one of the organizers of the 
Authors’ Club and of the International Copy- 
right League. He was the author of “Other 
Times and Other Seasons,” “Plays and Piay- 
ers,” “Artists of the Nineteenth Century,” 
(with Mrs. Waters,) “Literary Landmarks of 
London,” “Literary Landmarks of Edin- 
burgh,” “Curiosities of the American Stage,” 
“From the Books of Laurence Hutton,” “Por- 
traits in Plaster,” “Edwin Booth,” “Lester 
Wallack,” “Literary Landmarks of Venice,” 
“Literary Landmarks of Florence,” “Literary 
Landmarks of Rome,” “Literary Landmarks 
of Jerusalem,” “Boy I Knew,” “Literary 
Landmarks of Oxford,” and other works, 
making about fifty in all. His famous collec- 
tion of death masks was presented by him to 
the library of Princeton University. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


W. E. Price, who founded and edited the 
Book and News Dealer and The Book Lover, 
which he sold out to the Consolidated Retail 
Booksellers in April, 1902, remaining in charge 
as editor, severed his connection with those 
periodicals on May 31. He has taken an of- 
fice at 210 West Twenty-first Street, New 


York City, and is preparing to bring out a 


new trade journal to be entitled The Publisher 
and Retailer, the first number of which is to 
be published in July. 


The Printing Art, published by the Univer- 
sity Press, Cambridge, Mass., in its June issue 
presents a series of exhibits of two-color 
work, representative of its use in the illustra- 
tion and decoration of covers and periodicals 
and in book and magazine use. The ex- 
amples shown include reproductions in colors 
from drawings by Howard Chandler Christy, 
Charlotte Weber, Reginald B. Birch, Max- 
field Parrish and others, and are representa- 
tive not only of the artists, but also of the 
great diversity of effects possible in two-color 
engraving. Alfred Pollard contributes to this 
issue an interesting article on “Some Italian 
Manuscripts and Early Types,” illustrated by 
reproductions from manuscripts and early 
types; W. A. Bradley has an article on “Blind 
Stamping for Book Covers,” with character- 
istic examples as illustrations; and the editor 
writes of printing as “A New Business Fac- 
tor.”
